Even 
at that early age her voice possessed the mellifluous 
tone which is now one of the most captivating 
charms of the accomplished prima donna, The 
count was at once astonished and delighted; and, 
without further hesitation, he declared his readiness 
to allow Jenny Lind to share the advantages of 
the instruction given to the pupils of the Musical 
Academy of Stockholm, 

Soon after she was admitted to the academy, 
Jenny made her appearance on the stage in 
juvenile parts ; and she speedily attained a degree 
of popularity equal to that which Leontine Fay 
some years ago enjoyed in Paris. Vaudevilles 
were written expressly for her. Her sprightly 
humour, the truth of her dramatic conception, and 
the originality of her style of acting, excited 
enthusiastic admiration; in short, she was re- 
garded as a juvenile prodigy. Meanwhile she 
assiduously pursued her musical studies, and, by 
dint of the industry and perseverance she exercised 
at that early period of her life, she laid the secure 
foundation of her present artistic excellence. 

Her professional talent, together with the mo- 
desty and amiability of her conduct and manners 
in private life, caused her to be received in the 
highest circles of society, and she was the fre- 
quent and ‘ever-welcome guest of the principal 
families in Stockholm, Under these happy . cir- 
cumstances, Jenny completed her twelfth year; 
and then the hitherto unclouded sunshine of her 
juvenile triumphs began to darken, She had out- 
grown her girlish characters, and she was not suf- 
ficiently mature in age or appearance to fill older 
parts. But, worse than all, the upper notes of her 
voice suddenly lost their silvery sweetness, and all 
the endeavours of her able singing-master, Berg, 
to restore them proved fruitless. The hope of 
training her as a singer for the Grand Opera was 
now relinquished. Jenny Jind was seldom seen 
on the stage, and when she did appear it was 
only in subordinate parts. The impression created 
by the juvenile phenomenon was soon forgotten, 
and her friends had to deplore the speedy frustra- 
tion of the hopes her carly advancement had en- 
couraged. 

This misfortune threatened to be a serious blow 
to the fortune of the young singer; but, neverthe- 
less, she bore it with tranquil resignation. The 
part of Agatha, in Weber’s “ Freischiitz,”’ was one 
which had awakened all her sympathies, and she 
had practised laboriously to make herself mis- 
tress of it. It was the character of all others in 
which she wished to appear. To sing that part 
and to represent that character well were the 
highest aims of her professional ambition. She 
now suddenly found herself compelled to forego 
the long-cherished wish; but though she could 
not venture to practise her voice, yet she never- 
theless pursued her musical studies with unremit- 
ting perseverance. To those studies she assidu- 
ously devoted herself for the space of four years. 

During this temporary suspension of her vocal 
_ powers it happened that at a concert in Stock- 

holm the fourth act of Meyerbeer’s ‘ Robert le 
Diable’ was announced as a portion of the perform- 
ances. A singer was wanted for the part of Alice, 
to which character the composer has assigned a 
little solo of a very unimportant character in this 
fourth act of the opera. There being no singer in 
Stockholm willing to undertake the trivial part, 
Berg thought of his former pupil, Jenny Lind. 
Jenny gladly embraced the proposal, though it was 
not without some degree of nervous agitation that 
she undertook the task. On the appointed even- 
ing she sang the few bars allotted to her.. The 
audience were filled with wonder. It seemed 
nothing short ofa miracle! Her voice had recovered 
its mellifluous sweetness! and the audience recog- 
nised the silvery tones of their former favourite. 
A rapturous torrent of approbation followed the 
performance of the little solo, which the other 
singers had regarded as beneath their talents. 

How greatly was Jenny Lind surprised and over- 
joyed when on the following day Berg called on 
her, and declared that he thought her quite capable 
of undertaking the part of Agatha, Her long- 
deferred wish was now fulfilled; and Agatha, in the 
“ Freischiitz,’’ was the first operatic character in 
which Jenny Lind appeared at the Theatre of 
Stockholm. She was then sixteen years of age; 
and the success which attended her performance 
determined her subsequent career on the operatic 
staze. To this day Jenny Lind speaks with a sort 
of pious veneration of Weber’s Agatha, which 
character she regards as the keystone of her pro- 
fessional success. 

She now entered into an engagement to appear 
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Those who are now enchanted by her marvellously 
brilliant and facile execution will with difficulty 
believe that it was only by dint of the m st 
laborious practice that she had trained her voice 
to the performance of those florid passages. Pure 
and melodious in tone, nevertheless’ her voice 
was wanting in elasticity. She could not hold out 
her notes to any considerable length ; neither 
could she swell or diminish her tones with due 
effect. Her persevering spirit was not discouraged 
by these difficulties. She worked on her voice as 
the sculptor labours on a rough block of stone. 
‘To the honour of her teacher and herself, her 
efforts were crowned with triumphant success, and 
for the space of a year and a half she was the star 
of the Stockholm Opera, appearing succe-sively in 
the characters of Agatha, Euryanthe, Alice, the 
Vestal, &e. 

But the time arrived when the young cantatrice 
was desirous of rendering herself still more worthy 
of the popular approbation so lavishly bestowed on 
her: she felt that her teacher had done all he 
could for her, and that she might derive vast 
improvement by studying those great models of 
vocal art who could be heard only in other 
capitals of Europe. Garcia was justly reputed to 
be the most able singing-master then living; and 
Jenny Lind anxiously wished to have the advan- 
tage of his instruction. But how was that wish 
to be gratified ? Garcia was in Paris ; and how 
could she relinquish the emolument derived from 
her operatic engagement at Stockholm, and find 
means of defraying the expense of two or three 
years’ sojourn in the French capital? Jenny Lind, 
received as she was in the highest circles of 
society, beloved by all who knew her, would have 
found hundreds ready to aid her in carrying out 
her scheme. Butthe proud spirit, which is usually 
the companion of genius, prevented her from 
making known her wish or seeking the aid of any 
one for its fulfilment. She nobly resolved to be 
dependent on herself alone. During the recess, 
when the operatic season at Stockholm had closed, 
Jenny Lind, accompanied by her father, visited 
all the principal towns of Sweden and Norway, 
giving concerts and attracting crowded audiences 
wherever she went. The result was, that on her re- 
turn home she found herself in possession of a sum 
of money amply sufficient to enable her to carry 
her project into effect. She then announced her de- 
termination to the manager of the Opera, and she 
justified it by such good arguments, that her re- 
quest for leave of absence was immediately granted, 
Her parents did not seek to dissuade her trom her 
intentions, being aware that her firm and decided 
character would render all their efforts unavailing. 
They also knew that the purity of her principles, 
and the correctness of her conduct, would enable 
her to withstand the fascinating allurements under 
which vice and dissipation too often present them- 
selves in certain classes of Parisian society. ‘The 
avocations by which her parents gained their 
livelihood did not permit them to accompany her ; 
and accordingly Jenny Lind, then in her eighteenth 
year, set out alone on her journey to the great me- 
tropolis of Europe.

HER MAJESTY’S STATE BALL. 


At the close of last week her Majesty gave a 
State Ball (which we have illustrated) at Buck- 
ingham Palace. It was numerously and brilliantly 
attended, the company including the Royal Family, 
the members of the diplomatic corps, the foreigners 
of distinction at present in town, the Ministers and 
Officers of State, the ladies and gentlemen of the 
royal household, and the principal nobility and 
gentry. The ladies’ costumes were composed of 
the richest and most costly fabrics in silk and satin 
of choice and elegant design, many of them remark- 
able for the exceeding beauty of material in texture 
and colour. Some wore dresses of lace of the 
greatest beauty and most enormous value, The 
dresses were very splendidly ornamented with 
diamonds, pearls, and precious stones; and the 
headdresses almost universally displayed magnifi- 
cent ornaments of the same valuable and brilliant 
description. The Queen wore a magnificent cos- 
tume, ‘The dress was of blue gauze over blue silk 
and tulle, and was trimmed with roses panachées, 
white and pink. Diamonds were inserted in the 
roses, and the dress was also ornamented with 
brilliants. Her headdress was formed of a wreath 
of roses, similar to those of the dress, and also 
ornamented with diamonds, The Duchess of Kent 
appeared in a very splendid costume. The dress 
was of white Ratrad silk with silver, and was 
trimmed with red velvet and silver lace. The 
front, from the top to the skirt, was ornamented 
with bows of red velvet, having each of them 
diamonds in the centre.

Her Majesty happily re-

MODELLING OF WAX FLOWERS. 


We have already given numerous precepts from 
the pen of an accomplished contributor on the sub- 
ject of wax-flowers, and in resuming them we may, 
by way of preface, observe that this elegant and 
fashionable art is becoming daily more appreciated, 
We haye warrant for saying that these flowers 
have proved advantageous to the floriculturist and 
the flower-painter, both of whom are thus enabled 
to present to their pupils an apparently living spe- 
cimen, even at a season when it is impossible to 
procure the reality. We more particularly notice 
the utility of this pleasing accomplishment, from 
the circumstance of our being able to present to 
our readers weekly instructions from the pen of the 
lady referred to, late pupil of Mrs. Peachey, whose 
celebrity is so well known as to require no expatia- 
tion onour part. The latter gained, we believe, the 
royal patronage at the onset of her professional 
career—a very uncrring proof of superiority. A 
large collection of her works is exhibited at the 
Soho Bazaar, and also at her residence, 34, Rath- 
bone-place, Oxford-street. Her peculiarly suc- 
cessful efforts show themselves in the simple 
flowers of our native soil, as in the rare exotics, 
both being faithfully delineated from Nature. 

Instructions for the Formation of the 
GARDENIA, OR CAPE JASMINE. 
By E. H., late Pupil of Mrs. Peachey. 


The flower of this beautiful shrub is large and 
showy—generally white. It has an opaque ap- 
pearance, and consequently requires to be made of 
double wax—that is to say, two sheets pressed to. 
gether, the glossy sides to meet; the paper pat- 
tern can be purchased, as well as other materials, 
at the Bazaar, Soho-square: each pattern is num- 
bered. There are five sizes of petals, six of each 
in number. No. 1 slightly tinged with chrome, 
and strongly indented with the curling-pin up the 
centre. No. 2, 3,4, 5, the head of the pin rolled 
quickly and firmly twice down each petal, the 
sides pinched up with the fingers—more parti- 
cularly the largest set, as they curl very much in 
Nature. After preparing the petals in the manner 
named, form a foundation upon the middle wire 
doubled, by passing round the end of the same a 
piece of double white wax, about an inch in length, 
and half an inch in width; affix to the end of this 
five small pieces of orange wax, rolled with the 
fingers, as you would cover a stalk ; place round 
this centre the six smallest petals which are to 
take no decided form, but be so crushed as nearly 
to conceal the orange pieces of wax previously 
placed ; affix each succeeding set of petals imme- 
diately between the preceding row, turning most 
of them forward until you arrive at the last set: 
those must turn back and be very much curled. 
The foundation of the flower will have become 
much increased in size by the addition of the ends 
of the petals, and forms a neck to the flower ; it 
must be moulded smooth with the fingers, and 
shaded green; then place the calyx at the end, 
which is 2 piece of double light green wax in six 
long points projecting up the neck of the flower. 
Cover the stalk neatly with green wax, and the 
flower is complete.

The weather is most changeable ; never have we 
six hours of season of which the same character can 
be predicted. ‘To-day (Tuesday) we have had nothing 
but rain, heavy and unceasing. 

One thousand pounds has been received from the 
British Association for the poor of Cork. 

‘he Clare Journal refers to some recent hunger 
riots in that county, but makes mention of none of 
which we had not previously heard, They say that so 
many as fifteen warrants to military officers in that 
county had been sent down from the Hanaper-office, 
in consequence of the supposed reluctance of the 
resident magistrates to issue any order to the military 
to fire upon the people in the event of any disturb- 
ance occurring. The division of the 55th Regiment, 
stationed at Clare Castle, has been strengthened by an 
addition of sixty rank and file from the head-quar- 
ters in Limerick. 

Captain Elliot, of the brig Frances, of Glasgow, 
which arrived here (Greenock) on Saturday last, from 
St. Kitt’s, has communicated the following distressing 
particulars :—When the Frances was about six or 
seven miles off Achill Island, on the north-west coast 
of Ireland, nine boats were pulled out from the shore, 
containing in all 36 men, who forced their way on board, 
and demanded access to the cargo, which they 
evidently expected might consist, in part at least, of 
provisions. Captain Elliot saw that it would be useless 
in him to offer them any resistance, as they had a fierce 
and desperate look, and were armed with knives and 
other weapons. ‘They all appeared to be under the 
command of one of their number, who at once took 
possession of the vessel, and ordered some of them 
to take charge of the wheel, and run her in shore; 
but as they did not understand how to work the 
wheel, and as there was a south wind, which was 
unfavourable for this course, they could not accom- 
plish their design, Captain Elliot offered them 
some molasses and rum, but they would not take 
them. All they wanted was bread or meal, and 
finding that the cargo, which consisted of sugar and 
molasses, would not suit, they compelled the captain 
to produce his stores. No sooner were these brought 
than they set upon them like famished wolves, and 
devoured the biscuits on the spot as fast as they could 
ve supplied to them, leavi g barely sufficient for the 
eanel’s own use until she should arrive in the Clyde. 
After having appeased the voracity of their appetites, 
they left tle vessel quite peaceably. Captain Elliot 
describes the appearance. of these poor creatures as 
being of the most wretched and pitiful kind. Their 
countenances were wild and haggard, and their cloth- 
ing was particularly scanty. They had a small quan- 
tity of fish in each of the boats, some of which Captain 
Elliot got. He offered money at first for them, but they 
would not take its all they wanted was food, and they 
appeared to be greatly distressed upon finding that 
neither meal nor breadstuffs formed part or whole of 
the cargo.

For such we cannot legislate too kindly, 
too soothingly, too generously —and not as of late, 
like tyrannical reprobators of that which is ot 
crime, We have every hope that this change will | 
be brought about by the contemplated reforms in 
the poor-law. The same multitudinous class will 
also benefit substantially by the new factory re- 
gulations—physically, mentally, and morally, 

In Ireland, too, the mass of poverty and wretched- 
ness will no longer be left to its own improvident 
growth, until like an ugly wound it poisons the 
air with its pestilence. Come, these are achieve- 
ments which would dignify any session, and must 
make us proud of that of which the term is still in- 
complete. 

Nor must we forget that crowning measure, the 
propricty of which meets with such general ac- 
quiescence—namely, the postponement of all works 
upon railways the acts for which have passed this 
session, ‘Thisis a movement in the right direction, 
and, sweepingly carried out (as we hope it will be), 
must at once relieve the mainsprings of commerce RS er ae 
of their heavy depression.

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FORBIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
FRANCE. 

The National of Tuesday says that an officer of 
rank in immediate attendance on the person of the 
King, having been detected in cheating at cards, is 
deprived of his honours. The Union Monarchique 
mentions the appointment of General Moline de St. 
Yon, ex-Minister of War, to be his Majesty’s Aide-de- 
Camp. The same paper states that Admiral Mackau, 
ex-Minister of Marine, is to take command of the fleet 
in the Mediterranean, affairs in that quarter being too 
critical to allow of the Prince de Joinville remaining 
there. We learn, however, from a private source, that 
the extremely delicate health of his amiable and loving 
wife calls for the immediate care of his Royal Highness, 

The bill for reviving the Royal Chapter of St. Denis 
being under consideration in the Chamber of Peers is 
argued over with vivacity out of doors. No one likes 
the bill, not even the Journal des Débats, which, either 
for the purpose of anticipating the consequences of 
defeat in the Deputies, or of amusing public attention, 
affects to treat the project with levity almost amountin 
to merriment. The Catholic party do not like the bill 
because in the person of a primate it creates a possible 
rival to the metropolitan archbishop, and because its 
object is to surround the throne with the ecclesiastical 
pomp of an old monarchical institution, whose chief 
business it was to pray for the souls of departed kings, 

The following is related by the Univers as an un- 
qualified act of violence committed in the department 
of the Marne :—‘“‘ The Marquise de Hauteville was 
riding in her carriage, a short distance from her own 
residence, when she was stopped by a brigadier of 
gendarmerie, who, in obedience to orders which he 
said he had received, obliged her to alight, and, not- 
withstanding she was in a suffering state, made her 
walk after her own carriage three quarters of a league 
to the neighbouring town, and there prove her iden- 
tity. A complaint was laid before M. Chevallier, the 
Procureur du Roi at Mayenne, who would take no no- 
tice of it, The Marquis de Hauteville referred the 
matter to the Procureur-General, and resolved to lay 
it directly before the Keeper of the Seals, and, in de- 
fault of his interposition, to appeal to the Chamber of 
Deputies, if the Procureur-General should refuse to 
_ take measures to repress such unwarrantable attacks 
upon the liberty of the subject.” The Commerce, in 
giving the same account, states that the occurrence 
took place on the 2Ist of April, and that the gendarme 
founded his proceedings on the pretence that the mar- 
quise had no papers with her. The Commerce says 
she was made to walk the above mentioned distance 
witha young lady, her companion, between the gen- 
darmes, although she was lame from a sprain, and her 
foot bound up. She was released from this durance 
by a mayor, who met her by chance, and, knowing her, 
commanded the gendarme to release her. 

The Paris journals publish the petition of Jerome 
Bonaparte, ex-King of Westphalia, to the Chamber of 
Deputies, praying for the abrogation of the law which 
prevents theBonaparte familyfrom enjoying the benefits 
of the common law of France. It is probable that this 

etition will lead to an animated discussion, but nothing 
faa transpired to indicate the conduct which Ministers 
intend to pursue It is asserted, however, that the 
King has, in the most positive manner, expressed a 
wish that the prayer of the petition may be granted. 

Bou Maza In Paris.—The Débats gives the follow- 
ing description of Bou Maza:—‘‘ Bou Maza is twenty- 
five or twenty-six years of age; his stature is above 
the average height; his physiognomy expresses auda- 
city and energy; his eyes are fine, black, and full of 

re; his nose is aquiline, his lips thick, his face long, 
and on each cheek near the nose is a little blue mark, 
which is said to be the distinctive sign of the Chirepian 
nobles. His hands are large and long. He wears the 
same sort of costume as Abd-el-Kader—an haik in wool 
and silk of extraordinary whiteness, and which sur- 
renndaible dark visage like a light cloud; a little brown 
his h athe camel’s hair fixes the vestment round 
ead; Mis bournous is black, of the kind called 


zourdani; and his boots, called toumak, are made of 
orange-coloured skin. ‘lhe conversation of this young 
cherif shows an energetic and resolute character. 
‘When I fought against you,’ said he, ‘if Marshal 
Bugeaud had fallen into my hands I would have 
devoured him to assuage my rage; but now, after the 
cordial reception that he made me in Algiers, I would 
let myself be killed a hundred times to save him the 
least suffering.’ Bou Maza is impatient to be em- 
ployed by France to pursue Abd-el- Kader, from whom 
he has received gross affronts. In November last the 
Emir even tried to get him assassinated, and it was 
only by abandoning his women and baggage that Bou 
Maza escaped. ‘ Abd-el-Kader, he says, ‘is a traitor! 
You gave him powder, arms, cannon, and he revolted 
against you; but I will prove that I know how to love 
and serve those my heart has chosen. I made war 


against you with men that I assembled myself, 
with resources that I created, and the hand 
that I extend to you has been that of an 


enemy, but it is not, and never shall be, that of a 
perjurer!? Bou Mazais literally covered with wounds 
from bayonets and balls, and he suffers from a severe 
wound in his arm. He shows these proofs of his 
courage, and says, ‘My heart was filled with hate 
against the French; but, with the blood which flowed 
from these wounds, my hate went away, and now my 
heart is purified.’ When Bou Maza was at the detra 
of the Emir, he often visited the French prisoners ; 
and perceiving that they were not well fed in conse- 
quence of the lieutenant of Abd-el-Kader appropriating 
the money with which he ought to have purchased pro- 
visions, he went to Abd-el-Kader, and said, ‘ Are you 
a shepherd, a child, or a peasant, to permit prisoners 
of war to be robbed?) A man of gunpowder who has 
not been victorious is more respectable than the son of 
aking!’ Abd-el-Kader immediately attended to the 
remonstrances of Bou Maza; but it is easy to under- 
stand that such an enterprising, meddling character 
could not long be tolerated. He really appears de- 
voted to France, and, though ambitious, it is with a 
certain greatness. He says that he demands neither 
money nor property, but only a position in which he 
can prove the sincerity of his new resolutions. He 
has already supplied valuable information as to the 
position of Muley Abderrhaman with respect to Abd- 
el-Kader, and may also be able to give valuable indi- 
cations relative to the defence of the French frontier 
near Morocco. Bou Maza has been installed in an 
elegantly-furnished apartment in the Champs Elysées, 
He is shortly to be presented to the principal digni- 
taries of the Government, and will afterwards visit the 
principal monuments of Paris.” 
SPAIN. 

The Madrid journals of the 13th instant have arrived. 
The ‘besa manos” at Aranjuez, on the occasion of 
the King Consort’s birthday, had been _numerously 
attended, the company including young Decazes (the 
Duke de Glucksburg), the Baron de Talleyrand, Count 
de Thomar, and some other diplomatists of the same 
rank, and such of the Ministers as were not ‘ en per- 
manence” at Aranjuez. The aforesaid King Consort 
shone ‘by his absence.”” The police of Aranjuez ex- 
amined all visitors and their passports in the closest 
style, in such a way, indeed, that their proceedings 
were considered most rigorous, At Madrid it was 
still very generally believed that some Ministerial 
change was impending, and that M. Salamanca would 
be the real leader of another Cabinet, to the exclusion 
of M. Pacheco, who might be content to represent the 
Queen of Spain at Rome. General Concha, says 
the Heraldo, has left Madrid to assume the com- 
mand of his army, It is said that his last instruc- 
tions are to review his forces at Salamanca, where he 
is to await other orders, which will be forwarded as the 
state of affairs in Portugal may require. 


GREECE, 


The Augsburg Gazette has the following from 
Athens, May 2:—‘‘ Our differences with the Ottoman 
Porte are far from taking a favourable turn. ‘The 
Porte has resolved to.no longer recognise the Greek 
flag, to suspend the Greek consuls in the Turkish em- 
pire from their functions, to put obstacles in the way 
of the commerce and industry of Greek subjects, and 
to forbid them carrying on the coasting trade. Mar- 
gyropulus, has returned from Constantinople. The 
instructions received by the Russian chargé d’affaires 
from his Government changes nothing in the state of 
things. The interest on the loan has not yet been 
paid.” 

BRAZIL. 


River Prate.—By the arrival off Falmouth of the 
Danish brig Ernest Lorenz, Captain Rohrs, we have 
had a mail from Monte Video, to so late a date as 
March 21 The chief news relates to the assassination 
of Don Manuel Rodriguez, the Bolivian minister to 
the Argentine Republic, which diabolical deed was 
done in the street at Buenos Ayres at noon-day, it was 
stated at the instigation of Rosas. 

Rivera, having got back from Maldonado to Monte 
Video, solicited the protection of the British and 
French on board the ships of the squadron, which the 
admirals said that they could not allow of, and sent 
him down to the island of Martin Garcia. On getting 
there he was placed under surveillance, and on finding 
out his position he attempted to obtain his freedom, 
which was prevented, and his wife and family soon 
after were sent to him on that island. 

Oribe maintained his 5000 men at Cerito. The 
British and French had landed a larger number of 
marines than they were wont to have at Monte Video.

On Saturday evening, however, about seven siceks 
; Sloman, the officer, who held the writ of execution, 

succeeded in effecting an entrance into the Duke’s 
‘ house, by forcing himself in at the time the door was 
; opened to admit some other person to see the Duke ; 
¢ the officer, however, was almost instantaneously ejected 
¢ by the host of male employés in the Duke’s service 
‘ (about fifteen in number, he not keeping any female 

servants). The officer, having once been in possession 

and forcibly ejected, was entitled to effect an entrance 
5 in any possible way. Just as the officer had been 
; thus unceremoniously ejected, the plaintiffs attorney, 

Mr. Townshend, arrived, and he and the officer, in 
¢ spite of the Duke’s domestics, forced open the hall 
¢ door of Brunswick-house, and took possession of all 
‘ the property it contained, including the plate, which 
> was just about to decorate the Duke's dinner-table. 

The Duke, finding tie parties so detcrmined, instructed 
5 his secretary to pay the amount of the levy (nearly 
2 £220) to the officer, under protest. The secretary 
2 brought 218 sovereigns, which he offered to the officer, 

under protest. The officer refused so to receive it, 
‘ and attempted to take the money in execution, and

‘ succeeded in capturing 112 sovereigns ; the result was 
the leaving several men in ‘possession of the Duke’s 
property on behalf of the sheriff. ‘The proceedings 
created a considerable sensation in the neighbour- 
hood, and for several hours the house was besieged 
¢ by a host of some hundreds of persons. 
On Monday Mr. Wm. Caster held an inquest at the 
Female Orphan Asylum, Westminster-bridge-road, 
Lambeth, on the bo¢y of Sophia Wilkins, aged 15. It 
§ appeared from the evidence that the deceased had been 

engaged in assisting one of the domestics in the bath- 
room, and on the 2ist of last month she was lighting 
the fire, when by some means her clothes became 
ignited, and she was speedily enveloped in flames. 
Her cries for help brought assistance, but before the 
fire could be subdued the poor creature was frightfully 
burned. Everything was done for her that the nature 
of the case required, but she never recovered, but 
died from the effects of the injuries received.

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Preston and the neighbourhood were on Wednes- 
day, Thursday, and Friday visited with very heavy 
thunderstorms, that on Wednesday being exceed- 
ingly awful: vivid flashes of lightning, instantly fol- 
lowed by heavy peals of thunder, continued for some 
time. In the Fylde the storm was terrific; and at 
Layton, near Paulton, a person named Robert Clark- 
son was struck dead. The deceased, who was a la- 
bourer, and about eighteen years of age, was walking 
between Blackpool and Layton, in perfect health, 
during the storm of Wednesday. A person named 
Joseph Clarkson, who was ploughing in a field in 
Layton, left his work in consequence of the storm, and 
on his way home saw the body of the deceased lying 
in the road. His clothes had the appearance of being 
burnt, and were much torn; part of his shirt had been 
forced from his body and torn; and one of his boots 
was shattered, while an umbrella which he was car- 
rying under his arm was shivered to atoms.—Preston 
Chronicle. 

On Friday night a daring highway robbery was 
committed between Cirencester and Stroud, Mr. 
Gibson, of the firm of Messrs. Gibson and Co., hatters, 
Castle-green, Bristol, was_ travelling in his phaeton 
between Cirencester and Stroud, and, on arriving at 
the brow of a hill about four miles from Stroud, he 
was just pulling up his horse for the purpose of drag- 
ging the wheel, when three footpads jumped out of 
the hedge suddenly upon him. One of them seized 
the horse’s head, while the other two dragged Mr, 
Gibson, who resisted to the utmost of his power, out 
of the phaeton, and having knocked him down, and 
otherwise ill-used him, one of them knelt on him 
while the other rifled his pockets and robbed him of 
a valuable watch and appendages, and upwards of 
£150 in money, with which they made clear off, 
There was upwards of £50 in money in the driving- 
box of the carriage, which fortunately escaped the 
robbers’ notice. Mr. Gibson, who was much injured, 
succeeded in reaching Stroud, and steps were imme- 
diately taken to endeavour to trace the route taken by 
the thieves. 

On Friday last, as a party of gentlemen were shoot- 
ing at Purrox-hall, near Fleetwood-on-Wyre, Lan- 
cashire, the seat of Daniel Elletson, Esq., one of the 
company, Dr. Elletson, of Fleetwood, shot a rook, 
which fell among the branches of a tree, out of his 
reach. He held up a boy to get it for him, and, as he 
was rather short of it, he raised his gun, and with the 
butt end of it was pushing the boy higher up the tree, 
when the contents discharged themselves into his 
breast. He was immediately seen to be in great 
danger, and medical assistance was procured, but he 
only lingered until five o’clock on ea}, morning, 
when he expired. He wasa gentleman muc esteemed 
in Fleetwood and the neighbourhood, where his un- 
timely death is much lamented. 

The late Miss Frances E. Millers, of Duddon-grove, 
Millom, Cumberland, has left £2000 to the Buckman 
Brow School for the instruction of girls between the 
ages of five and sixteen in sewing, reading, Writing,

On Saturday night the 
new servant had gone to Duff-house, and intimated 
his intention of entering. immediately upon his charge, 
which so exasperated his predecessor, whose name is 
Hammond, that he proceeded to violent measures to 
expel him. The scufile, and the shrieks of a female 
servant, brought his lordship to the scene, when 
Hammond drew a knife, with which he either threat- 
ened or attempted to attack the noble earl, who, for- 
tunately, succeeded in reaching his apartment unhurt 
The Banff police were immediately sent for, and in 
securing Hammond one of them received a severe cut 
on the arm with the weapon. He was, however, over- 
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powered, strongly secured, and brought into town, 
where he remains in custody until the affair is investi- 
gated and disposed of by the proper authorities. It is 
said that Hammond was under the influence of liquor 
at the time. 

As the children of a gentleman residing in Larne 
were playing along the beach near that town, their 
attention was attracted to the neck of a bottle project- 
ing from out of the sand, which upon being uncorked, 
a document wag found inside, of which the following 
is a verbatim copy :—‘‘ September 1, 1843. I, William 
Carson, was born in a small fishing village in Cornwall. 
When fifteen I went to sea, contrary to the wishes of 
my parents. Whilst making Otaheite we ran upon a 
coral reef. The boats were staved, and I alone escaped 
toland. Let those who find this short account try, for 
God’s sake, to free a poor wretch who has now been in 
banishment three years.”’ 

An explosion of firedamp took place on Monday 
morning at a colliery belonging to Messrs. Harding 
and Co., New-hall, Beeston. near Leeds, by which se- 
veral lives have been lost. ‘The accident was occa- 
sioned by the contact ofa light with the confined air in 
an old pit. Seven of the workmen were unhappily suffo- 
cated or burnt to death, and another received injuries 
so severe that he is not expected to recover. 

Letters were on Saturday received from Launceston, 
communicating the particulars of the sinking of the 
ship Prima Donna, and the murder of the commander, 
Captain Jones, and his officers, by the crew. The 
vessel, it appears, had called at Lombock to procure 
water and rice, being bound from China to Hobart 
Town and England. In the latter part of December 
last the Prima Donna’s long-boat, containing fourteen 
of the crew (all Manilla men), arrived at the port of 
Bali, in the Java seas, the ship, according to their 
statement, having foundered south of Java, and the 
captain and his officers had perished. Subsequently, 
when questioned more fully as to their fate, their 
statements differed so widely that no reasonable doubt 
could be entertained but that they were cruelly mur- 
dered, and the ship plundered and sunk. The whole 
of the crew have been placed under arrest, and search 
is made in the locality where the ship is said to have 
been scuttled for the remains of the captain and offi- 
cers. It was expected several would divulge the cir- 
cumstances. The ship and cargo were valued at £8000. 

A coroner’s inquest was held on Monday at Ingate- 
stone, Essex, before C. Lewis, Esq., coroner, on the 
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married woman, about twenty-six years old, and had 
occasionally been of unsound mind. ‘The previous 
evening, when at tea with her father, she said that two 
persons would come and say she was drunk, and im- 
mediately cut her throat. Her father ran for the 
doctor, and he came directly and bound up the wound, 
but she died about an hour afterwards. <A verdict of 
“Temporary derangement” was with one dissentient 
voice returned, 

The late Robert Williams, Esq., banker, of Birchin- 
lane, and of the Dorchester Old Bank, has left per- 
sonalty amounting to £80,000, and by his will has 
bequeathed £1000, free of duty, to the Dorset County 
Hospital; an annuity of £100 to Mrs. Gerard, a friend 
of the family ; £10,000 to his daughter ; and the residue 
of his personalty, together with his real estates, he 
leaves to his son, Robert Williams, Esq., who is his 
sole executor. 

A most daring attempt to assassinate Dr. Turley was 
made at an early hour on Tuesday morning, by some 
villain as yet undiscovered. ‘The circumstances are 
these :—As Dr. Turley was sitting in the library at the 
back part of his house, called the Ivy-house, in St. 
John’s, Worcester, he heard the ESP OE of a pistol, 


and immediately went out, but could see no person. 


He then called ‘‘ Police,’ and No. 18 of the Worcester ‘ 


police force was quickiy on the spot, and assisted to 
search the premises. No stranger was to be found, 
but it was discovered that a small hole had been made 
in one of the panes of glass, that a corresponding 
perforation appeared on the window-blind, and that 
the shot had struck the carved wainscot on the oppo- 


site side of the room, The bullet (which was found § 


on the floor) had apparently been shot from a rifle 
pistol, and must have passed within a few inches of 
Dr. Turley’s head as he sat writing at his table. The 
report awoke the servants of the house, and by one of 
them, who happened at the time to be awake, the flash 
was seen. The report was also heard by the policeman 
who at the time was about one hundred and fifty yards 
from the spot. About a quarter of an hour before the 
discharge of the pistol, Dr. Turley fancied he heard 
footsteps on the gravel walk outside the library, and 
at the same time the dogs barked violently. The 
coachman also heard the footsteps. The policeman 
while on his beat, about the same time, met a man 
near the Ivyy-house, whom he described as a short,

Shortly 
after, the lady 
adopted all the 
manners of a 
man; she dress- 
ed, mounted her 
horse, visited the 
cafés and other 
public places of 
resort, played billiards, frequented the shooting 
galleries ; in short, conducted herself as a regular 
lion. Madame Lehmann had visited several 
times the ‘Café de la Couronne,’’ where she 
commonly mingled with the professors of the 
university. One of them, M.'T——, dean of the 
theological faculty, feeling rather scandalized at 
this, requested the proprietor of the establishment 
not to receive Mme. Lehmann again. ‘This person 
accordingly addressed a note to the lady, suppli- 
cating her not to renew her visits to the café, or 
she would frighten away these grave frequenters of 
his establishment. 'The lady, offended at this, 
made every exertion to learn who the person was 
who had provoked her exclusion from the café; 
and it was not long before she ascertained that it 
was the professor M.T——. Determining then to 
be revenged on him, she was not long in carrying 
her project into execution. One night, when the 
professor, who was an old man of some sixty 
years, was sitting alone at a table in the cafe, 
quietly drinking from his glass, Madame Leh- 
mann entered, dressed as a man, and bearing a 
whip in her hand. She took her place at the 
same table with the old professor, and, after 
resting quietly for a few minutes, suddenly she 
rose, and, raising her whip, proceeded to give the 
venerable professor a most unmerciful lashing. 
Madame Lehmann was immediately arrested, and 
conducted to prison, Three days after, the Tri- 
bunal of the First Instance, by a summary judg- 
ment, condemned her to six months’ imprison- 
ment, and the payment of a fine of 800 thalers. 
Immediately after, the director of the police of 
Konigsberg signified to Madame L, his prohi- 
bition against her ever appearing in the costume 
of a man. From this prohibition the lady ap- 
pealed to the Minister of Police, who, after having 
examined into the affair, decided that there were 
no laws, ordinances, or interdictions, which pre- 
vented females from assuming the masculine habi- 
liments, for every woman in Prussia had the right 
to dress herself asa man; but in cases where the 
so wearing caused a scandal, as in the instance of 
Madame L., that then the authorities had a right 
to interfere and prohibit it. Thus have the women 
of Prussia had officially announced to them —what 
without doubt they were before the most of them 
entirely ignorant of—that it is lawful for them to 
wear the breeches. 

The following remarkable incident is told of 
Captain Baily, of the Fortitude, a Hobart Town 
whaler :—Two boats from the Fortitude fastened 
to a whale, when one of them, commanded by 
Captain Baily, upset, and two of the crew were 
killed. Captain Baily contrived to save himself 
by clinging to the boat, and was found by the 
mate of his vessel nearly insensible. He had 
forced his finger into the plughole of the boat, and 
his finger swelling had prevented him from loosing 
his hold, and thus probably saved his life. 

We quote the following from the Sud of Mar- 
seilles :—‘*The squadron under the command of 
the Prince de Joinville got under way on Wed- 
nesday morning, and sailed to the eastward. 
While it remained at anchor in the roadstead of 
Endoume his Royal Highness very seldom came 
ashore, and when he entered Marseilles he pre- 
served the strictest incognito, which has given 
rise to the following incident:-On Monday a

It was, 
in fact, the Prince himself whom the merchant had 
thus unknowingly the honour of entertaining. 
After the meal the merchant presented cigars to 
his guests, and gave orders for a candle to be 
brought to light them. ‘No, no,’ said the Prince, 
‘don’t take that trouble, Ican find alight for myself.’ 
The young admiral at once went into the kitchen, 
and without any ceremony lighted his cigar. 
When they were gone, the cook who had prepared 
the bouitile abaisse came to her master, and with 
a countenance radiant with joy displayed a couple 
of napoleons which the royal guest had slipped 
into her hand,”’ 

There has not been such a promise for fruit for 
many years as there is this season. Every kind of 
fruit-tree, from the gooseberry to the apple and 
pear, is covered with bloom, and on several kinds 
the fruit is already well set. ‘This is the case with 
cherries, gooseberries, apricots, and with wall-fruit 
of all kinds, which seems to have escaped any se- 
rious injury from the frost. The damsons, for which 
this country is so famous, are also setting, and 
promise to make up for the total failure of last 
year. Within the last few days the apple-trees, 
pear-trees, and Morello cherries have all burst into 
full blossom, and render every orchard and garden 
fragrant and beautiful. — Liverpool Times. 

In the sitting of the Prussian Diet, on the 8th, 
the King’s commissioner introduced ex-officio the 
question of the inviolability of letters transmitted 
by the post. In the course of his speech he said 
that he had received from a provincial town an ac- 
count of a report being spread that the letters of 
a deputy had been opened at the post-office. He 
declared that the Government had never taken so 
disgraceful a step, and that the report alluded to 
must either be founded in calumny, or must have 
arisen from the misconduct of some subaltern. He 
added that if the culprit should be discovered he 
would be immediately discharged and punished, 

A laughable scene was witnessed on the Taft 
Vale Railway on Saturday. A donkey got on the 
line just as the train was passing, and ran down 
the line, pursued by the puffing monster; but the 
donkey, remembering that discretion is the best 
part of valour, ended the chase by jumping aside, 
kicking up his heels in scorn as the train passed by. 

A letter from Marseilles informs us that the In- 
fante Don Henry landed at Marseilles on the 11th, 
from the Vésuve, from Civita Vecchia, He is stay- 
ing at the Hétel Beauveau with his wife, under the 
names of the Duke and Duchess de Seville. The 
parties were married, it is stated, at Rome, on the 
1st instant. 

A Vienna letter of the 65th represents the 
growing crops throughout the Austrian States to 
be in the most promising condition, but the pota- 
toes have not come forward, and maize has in many 
parts been substituted for that tubercle. This 
corn brings a return of from 80 to 90 for every 
grain sown. 

A letter from Rotterdam of the 11th says :— 
“Ten thousand German emigrants are now .here, 
but the shipowners will not provide them with 
the means of transport. The captains refuse to 
take them even at a double rate of passage. The 
new American law has disturbed all previous ar- 
rangements, and the captains will not hold to the 
contracts already entered into, ‘The shipowners 
and the brokers cannot fulfil their engagements 
with the emigrants, whose condition will become 
very deplorable if the German Governments do not 
seriously interfere.” 

Glandier, the scene of the Laffarge tragedy, 
which from the year 1219 up to the revolution of 
1793 was the retreat of several hundreds of Char- 
treux monks, is on the point of being restored to 
its primitive destination; the curé of St. Roch 
having entered into a contract for purchasing this 
property, in which a new religious congregation is 
to be established, preserving the iron. works erected 
in the place of the ld convent mills. 

For mote thar a month the house of Rsthschild, 
of Frankfort, has distributed every day bread- 
tickets to the poor of the town, by which they are 
enabled to obtain bread at the rate of six kreutzers 
(26 centimes) the loaf of 6lbs.; less than the ordi- 
nary price. Last week Messrs. Rothschild distri- 
buted upwards of 6000 such tickets.

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PARLIAMENTARY SUMMARY. 

In the House of Lords, on Monday, the Earl of 
Winchilsea brought under the consideration of the 
House the expediency of establishing public granaries. 
The Marquis of Clanricarde declined offering any ob- 
servation on the subject.—The remainder of the even- 
ing was occupied in discussion on the Factories Bill, 
Lord Brougham having moved that it be read a second 
time that day six months. Debate ensued, and, ona 
division, the amendment was negatived by a majority 
of 68 against 11. The bill was then read a second 
time. 

On Tuesday the Army Service Bill was recommitted, 
after a preliminary discussion, in which the Marquis 
of Londonderry, the Earl of Cardigan, the Viscount 
Combermere, Lord Stanley, and the Earl Grey took 
part. On the second clause, the Earl of Lucan pro- 
posed, as an amendment, that the first term of enlist- 
ment be, in the infantry twelve years, andin the ca- 
valry, artillery, and other ordnance corps, fourteen 
years, instead of ten and twelve respectively, as pro- 
posed by the Government. ‘The Duke of Wellington 
recommended their lordships to leave the terms named 
by the Government. ‘The committee divided—For the 
amendment, 80; against it, 38: majority for the Go- 
vernment, 8. The original clause was agreed to. Karl 
Grey, on the part of the Government, subsequently 
agreed to amendments proposed by Lord De Kos and 
the Earl of Ellenborough, and the bill thus amended 
passed through committee.—The Irish Poor Relief 
Bill was read a third time and passed after a protracted 
discussion, and after undergoing several amendments. 

On Thursday the report of the Army Service Bill, 
with amendments, was brought up and received. The 
Naval Prisons Bill and the Naval Service of Boys 
Bill were read a second time; after which their lord- 
ships adjourned to Friday, the 28th. 

The House of Commons was engaged the entire of 
Monday night in discussing the second reading of the 
Poor-law Administration Bill. Ultimately the debate 
was adjourned, e 

On Tuesday, after the private business was disposed 
of, in answer to a question from Mr. Hume, Lord J. 
Russell said that her Majesty’s Ministers thought it 
absolutely necessary to advise her Majesty to fill up 
the vacancy occasioned by the death of the late Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, and it was not intended during 
the present session to introduce any measure by which 
an alteration should be made in the mode and consti- 
tution of that authority. The debate on the Poor- 
law Administration Bill was resumed by Mr Christie, 
and continued by Mr. Etwall, Lord Courtenay, Capt. 
Pechell, and Mr. Manners Sutton, atfer which it was 
again adjourned until Thursday. 

On Thursday night Mr. Moffatt moved that the 
House go into committee on the subject of Colonial 
and British spirits. He was opposed by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, and on a division the motion was 
lost; the numbers being—For it, 51; against it, 56. 
After some other business, the debate on the second 
_ reading of the Poor Law Bill was resumed, and again 
adjourned, 


The Queen held a Privy Council on Thursday, at 
Buckingham Palace, when her Majesty was pleased 
to declare the Earl of Clarendon to be Lord Lieute- 
nant of Ireland. The Queen honoured her Majesty’s 
Theatre with her presence in the evening. 


A most splendid banquet was given on Thursday 
evening by upwards of 150 officers to Sir Harry Smith, 
at Willis’s Rooms. The Duke of Richmond was in 
the chair. The sight was highly pleasing, most of the 
gallant company wearing decorations and mementos 
of the services they had rendered and the honours 
they had won, 


On Thursday the bridge which crosses the Uxbridge- 
road near Hanwell station, on the Great Western 
line, was burned through, and caused, of course, the 
temporary stoppage of the trains. 


Bou Maza was graciously received by the King and 
Queen at the Palace of Neuilly, in France, on Tuesday. 
When presented to the young Count de Paris, with 
lively emotion he said, ‘If you go to Algeria, I hope 
you will allow me to present myself before you; and, 
when Heaven shall have raised you higher than you 
now are, forget not that it is as a friend I have come 
to the French.” 


A letter from Alexandria, of the 28th ult., states 
that the corn harvest in Upper and Middle Egypt had 
been got in, and that the produce is very abundant. 
The Viceroy, says the writer, estimates that there 
will be about 4,300,000 heetolitres of corn for exporta- 
tion about the month of July, at the rise of the waters 
of the Nile.

LITERATURE. 
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OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 


The weather is at last like that of Spring ; some- 
what intermittent perhaps, but still cheering and full 
of hope. Glimpses of sunshine warm us almost into 
youthful dreams; visions of the happy time when 
in the suite of Haroun al Raschid, and in company 
with our friend Alfred Tennison, we sailed down 
luxurious canals, hidden from the fierce sun by 
matted boughs of the ‘black-green’’ flowering 
cactus or azaléa. And they dispose us also for 
entire admiration of Beauty such as this described 
by Mrs. Gascoigne in her new work, entitled 


Evelyn Harcourt (3 vols., Colburn). 


This same Evelyn is so perfect in all respects as 
to endanger those feelings of admiration which we 
have hitherto entertained for less angelic beings ; 
and, so far, Mrs. Gascoigne has something to an- 
swer for; nay, seems conscious of it, for deep and 
moving, indeed, are the sufferings that await her 
heroine,—- more than we are willing to suppose she 
could endure—more than fall to the share of nine- 
tenths of our human kind. Yet, startling as all 
this contrast is, we must confess that it is very 
artistically managed; that the characters (particu- 
larly those of the heroine, the Duke of Shetland, 
and Lady Truro) are very ably discriminated ; and 
that the plot is so well ravelled, and so cleverly 
untied, as to offer a model for the romancist. In 
addition to all this, the style is pure, and the aim 
admirably moral, How well and naturally told is

At the close the actors were recalled, and, after 
a long-continued and hearty demand for the author, 
Mr. Robert Bell made his bow from a private box. 
The comedy was given out amidst universal applause.

Mr. Peter Veal (Mr. Keeley), having 
rst lost his heart, then his mistress, wishes to lose his 
life, and just as he is about to drown himself his eye 
falls upon Mr. Oldwinkle’s advertisement. He, like 
Lady Randolph, believing that ‘‘ the woods and wilds, 
whose melancholy gloom might accord with his 
soul’s sadness,’ would be just the place for him, 
becomes a hermit, for the small remuneration of 
one pound per week. When Peter took the en- 
gagement, he little expected to have to play the part 
to the very life, or rather death, for he is nearly 
starved, Mr. Oldwinkle allowing him nothing but 
roots and water to live on. A very ingenious little 
plot has been constructed by the author, in which 
there is plenty of love, and jealousy, wit, and whim, 
mixed up together most agreeably. Keeley, as the 
hermit, was irresistibly droll; and need we say the 
same of his talented little wife, in the character of 
Prudence Binks? No; her powers in farce are too 
well known to need one word more of praise. Mr. 
Wigan enacted a Scotch gardener admirably, indeed, 
we might say, finely—it was clever portraiture through- 
out. The audience at the commencement were as 
cold as charity; but, in spite of themselves, not 
a quarter of an hour had elapsed before the 
ice began to melt, and then a_ perfect flood 
of merriment rushed on to the end. Great ap- 
plause crowned the efforts of all concerned; 
and Mr. Keeley, who was called for, gave out 
the farce for every evening until further notice. 
The ‘‘tag”’ of the piece caused a great laugh when 
Mr. Keeley offered the situation of hermit to any 
of the audience who might like the situation, No 
one accepting, he stated that, under those circum- 
stances, he should offer it again to-morrow night. 

It is quite certain that the present management will 
close on the 12th of June. 


FRENCH PLAYS. 


The performances on Monday were, as usual, well 
selected, and gave infinite satisfaction to the fashion- 
able visitors of this aristocratic place of amusement. 
The pieces represented were, ‘‘Un Coup de Lans- 
quenet,” and a comedy by Scribe, entitled ‘Oscar; 
ou, un Mari qui Troupe sa Femme.” The first piece 
was exceedingly amusing. Regnier, as Desrousseaur, 
and Mlle. Denain, as La Marquise de Puzy, were 
admirable. Few of our English actresses would have 
taken the trouble to have acted so well, with so little 
really telling, as did Mlle. Denain in this almost walk- 
ing lady’s part. 

“Oscar” was performed on Monday for the first time 
in this country, and is a very agreeable production. 
Oscar Bonivet, as usual upon the stage, has a most 
charming, lovely wife; but, like many other husbands 
similarly blessed, is not satisfied, and therefore imagines 
he should be more happy by a little flirtation with his 
wife’s cousin. He writes to her; a meeting takes 
place in a grotto; he preserves a ribbon and 
a note he had from his fair friend, and seals them 
up. His wife finds the packet. The husband says it 
belongs to his uncle, Gideon. Oscar prevails upon 
this uncle to own the packet, but, having forgotten 
to tell him all that it contains, he is thrown into great 
consternation when the wife begs the uncle to describe 
all that is in it. Poor Oscar so heartily repents of his 
conduct that to ease his mind he confesses all; this 
done, it turns out that the wife was the lady who met 
him in the grotto; and thus all ends happily. Regnier, 
as Oscar, kept the audience unceasingly amused; and 
Mile. Denain was charming in the coquettish Juliette. 
Mile. Duverger also deserves commendation as the 
intriguing femme de chambre. The theatre was, as 
usual, well and fashionably attended. The principal 
pongrmers were honoured by a recal. And thus 
nded the evening, to the satisfaction of all parties. 
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Paer, Himmel, Zingarelli, &c. The vocalists were 
Madame Caradori and Madame Knispel; Miss Rain- 
forth and Miss M. Williams; Mr. Lockey, Mr. Whit- 
more, Mr. Machin, and Herr Staudigl. One of the 
most effective pieces, or perhaps the one that created 
the most interest, was a sort of madrigal, called a 
‘Chant Frangais,’’ composed in 1515; it was sung by 
sixty-two voices, and was admired. The room was not 
crowded. Prince Albert honoured the performance 
with his presence. 

Mr. WILLMERS’ MATINEE MUSICALE, WILLIS’S 
Rooms.—Mr. Willmers is a new pianist who proved 
himself to be a first-rate performer. His execution is 
faultless, and his powers of wrist surprising. The 
octave passages we have not heard equalled but by 
that greatest of octave-players, Liszt. Mr. Willmers 
performed several pieces of his own composition, but 
they bespoke no great powers of writing. We liked 
him best in his execution of Beethoven’s sonata in C 
sharp minor. There were several vocal pieces inter- 
spersed, sung by Mile. Brizzi, Herr Brandt, and Mrs. 
Toulmin. The room was crowded. 

Mr. C. Horn’s new oratorio, ‘‘ Daniel’s Prediction,” 
was performed for the first* time, at the Store-street 
Music-hall, on Wednesday evening. This work is full 
of beautiful ideas, and contains much musician-like 
writing. Mr. Willy was the leader, Mr. Sturges pre- 
sided at the organ, and Mr. Horn himself conducted. 
The vocalists, who all entered into the spirit of the 
mucic, were Misses Dolby, Thornton, and Wells, and 
Mrs. C. Horn; Messrs. Rafter, Wetherbee, Purday, 
Mattocks, and I’. Smith. The room was crowded ; 
and the whole audience testified their delight by re- 
peated bursts of well-deserved applause. 

The Birmingham critics appear to have been highly 
pleased with the performances of Mrs. Warner during 
the last week; they say that this lady has greatly im- 
proved of late, and speak of her new style of perform- 
ance as something between the Kemble and Kean 
school. Her acting in ‘‘'The Winter’s Tale,”’ ‘“ The 
Stranger,’ ‘‘The Gamester,”’ ‘‘ Macbeth,” and ‘‘ King 
John”’ are spoken of as chef d’@uvres. Mrs. Warner 
concluded her engagement at Birmingham on Friday 
last, the 21st inst., and will appear with Mr. Macready 
on Monday next at the Princess’s Theatre. 

Sadler’s Wells closes for the season the week after 
next; and will reopen about the middle of August, 


MUSICAL REVIEWS. 


We have had our attention called to a work entitled 
Tue Musican Times. It is of the octavo form, con- 
tains eight pages of good clear printing, and is pro- 
duced monthly at the very moderate charge of three 
halfpence. Ineach part is given an entire piece of 
thusic, carefully arranged, and set in type that is quite 
a specimen of the perfection to which this part of print- 
ing has been brought. ‘The numbers before us are 
those of Apriland May; in the latter a well-written 
memoir of Purcellis brought to a close in these words :— 

“In the antumn of 1694, returning at night from a 
convivial meeting, somewhat inebriated, he sank into 
sleep at the step of his own door, and contracted a 
fatal illness. He was not, however, totally disabled 
from composition, and has left the song ‘ From rosy 
bowers’ as a death-bed testimony of his devotion to 
the art. It is probable that he never heard his mag- 
nificentinstrumental ‘'‘l'e Deum’ and ‘Jubilate.’ He ex- 
pired on the 21st of November, 1695, and was buried 
under the organ in Westminster Abbey, where a flat 
stone covers his grave, with its Latin inscription 
totally effaced by the footsteps of passengers. 

‘“‘ The shrine of the manliest musical genius of our 
nation will never want devotees; but the art has still 
to advance considerably before a just appreciation of 
Purcell can become universal. That this is, however, 
in progress, there can be no more satisfactory evidence 
than is contained in the present publication.” 

With the sentiment contained in the last two para- 
graphs we entirely agree. The April number contains 
a full anthem, ‘‘Grant O Lord,” arranged from Mozart, 
by G. Hoiden, the words from the collect for the fiifth 
Sunday after frinity... The musical portion of the May 
number is Handel’s magnificent chorus from ‘‘ Judas 
Maccabeus,”’ ‘ See the conquering hero comes,’ 
selected from V. Novello’s edition of Handel. Both 
pieces have accompaniments for the organ or piano- 
forte, arranged with a masterly hand. Were we to 
find fault with ‘The Musical Times,” it would be on 
account of the editor dedicating its pages too exclu- 
sively to works emanating from one or other of the 
Novellos. A periodical to be successful should be 
something more than a mere vehicle for advertising 
the works of one particular firm, 

As the Breath from off the Mirror. Poetry by H. 
Hirst; music by J. F. Duggan. Leader and Cocks,

This ballad is in common time, an andante in B flat, 

and possesses much to commend. ‘The melody is 


flowing, and at all times well fitted to the words, which 
are full of taste and feeling, 
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An author is the reverse of all other objects: he 
magnifies at a distance, but diminishes at approach. 
Life cannot be every moment employed in important 
matters. Great geniuses perform common things in 
the common manner. Only, it is worth their while not 
to be seen engaged in trifles.

A MARRIAGE AT CONSTANTINA. 


I pass over my journey to Constantina (says 
a Correspondent), from which place I now address 
you. I have recently been witness to a most 
extraordinary scene, namely, a native marriage 
procession. Last evening, as I proceeded to the 
café, I observed that a crowd of people had assem- 
bled in the streets, all having an air of curiosity, 
and myself certainly not the least curious among 
them as to what was going to take place. 

They informed me that a bride was about to 
be conducted to her newly-married ‘“ lord and 
master.” 

The word ‘husband’? is, in truth scarcely 
applicable to those who look upon their wives as 
slaves and have over them the power of life and 
death. 

Those assembled wore an air of joyous expec- 
tancy. The house was not far off, and near it were 
several Arabs having the tam-tam hung round 
their necks, with which they kept up a continual ¢in- 
tamarre. Atlength the door of the mansion opened, 
and the friends of the bride and their relations came 
pouring out. Music preceded the cortege; then 
came torchbearers ; and in the midst, seated on a 
mule richly caparisoned, was the bride. An Arab 
with a drawn sword walked, one behind and the 
other in front of the mule, to protect the precious 
burden which it carried. An_ enthusiastic 
acclamation rent the air, and had a strange effect 
after the dead silence which had before prevailed. 
When this in some measure subsided, 1 asked a 
boy near me: 

‘“ Where is the bride?’ 

‘Who ?”’ 

«The bride >?” 

“Ah! La Moukerra?” 

“Yes. Where is she?” 

** No one can see her.” 

‘But where is she ?” 

“There.’”’ (Pointing to the mule.) 

Now, on the back of the mule was placed a sort 
of pavilion, which was supported by two men, 
and within was the young Arab lady. A 
magnificent drapery of crimson velvet, ornamented 
with flowers of gold and a superb fringe of the 
same material, fell over the entire edifice, if so it 
might be termed. The dreadful music—it was 
nothing less—that preceded the cortége continued 
its dissonance on the way to the house of the 
bridegroom ; nor was this melody improved by the 
sharp and anguished cries of the women who 
walked in front, and bewailed for the parents the 
loss of their beloved child, whose estate wes now 
wholly changed. I accompanied the crowd through 
numerous strects on this nuptial embassy, and we 
finally arrived at the residence of the husband, 
whose doors being opened, the bride was deposited 
on the threshold. 

In a very short time he made his appearance, 
embraced his newly-acquired companion for life, 
and, taking her up in his arms, disappeared with 
her into the intenor of the dwelling. Thus ended 
this Arab ceremonial of marriage, 

But I must say a word or two on the subject of 
African beauty, and it is physical beauty of a very 
high order,—forehead, nose, mouth, eyes, chin, 
and neck are charmingly modelled: the complexion, 
though pale, is delicate; and the ensemble gives pro- 
mise of that which exists not !— 

** Soul is wanting there!” 


And, therefore, we can discover that expression, 
which in European beauty promises so inestimable 
a fascination, makes no part of that on the Algerian 
border. 

Besides, African beauty arrives at full maturity 
at fifteen years of age; and by that time, also, a 
certain embonpoint is arrived at, which we assuredly 
should not admire in more northern regions. In 
truth, the tender sex here is subjected to very un- 
fair treatment—young girls are shut up from the 
world in a melancholy solitude for years ; whereas 
beauty, like any other flower, requires the caresses 
of the breeze and the nourishment of light !—

SOYER’S FOOD FOR THE POOR. 
CURRY FISH. 

Put into a stew-pan one onion, a small bunch of 
bay leaf, thyme, and savory; two apples, if con- 
venient, with a quarter of a pound of fat, three 
ounces of salt, and a quarter of an ounce of sugar, 
and fry for fifteen minutes. Put one pound of rice, 
and four quarts of water, and boil till tender: add 
one ounce of curry powder, mixed in a little water. 
Cut up six pounds of cheap fish into pieces the 
size of an egg; add to the above, and boil for 
twenty or thirty minutes, according to the kind of 
fish. Salt and dried fish, previously soaked, cooked 
in this way is excellent, omitting the salt. 

Ricr Breav.—Boil half a pound of rice in three 
pints of water, till the whole becomes thick and 
pulpy; with this and yeast, and six pounds of 
flour, make the dough. In this way as much bread 
will be made as if eight pounds of flour without 
the rice had been used. 
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LAW AND POLICE. 


CrenTRAL CRIMINAL Count, Tuesday.—John Freer, 
Wm. Martin, and Henry East, were charged with steal- 
ing anumber of packages, containing a large quantity of 
property, consisting of de laines, shawls, cloth, ribbon, 
gloves, and other articles, described as being of the 
value of £700, the property of Messrs. Weaver and 
Co., who represented the firm of Crowley and Co., 
carriers ; and Samuel Freer, 27; John Cherry, 28; 
Joseph Taglor, 27; Joel Taylor (who surrendered), 
and Charles Austin, 87, dealer, were indicted for 
feloniously receiving the property, knowing it to have 
been stolen. ‘The case occupied the court all day. 
The robbery in question took place on the night of the 
4th of April, at the goods station of the North-Western 
Railway. The van containing the property was in the 
station-yard, under the charge of a policeman who had 
to watch the whole station, which it took him an hour 
towalk over.

He waited upon Mr, Christie, the relieving officer of 
the parish, and made a representation of the case to him, 
and also informed him that it had been stated that the 
parish guardians had come to the resolution to “ set 
their faces’? against the interference or recommenda- 
tion of the clergy, and asked him if such was the case. 
He admitted that it was, but promised to attend to 
the case in question. ‘The officer had several times 
since seen Mr, Christie, but, up to the present time, 
nothing had been done except sending the doctor. 
He had himself in the course of his visits to the poor 
people given money, which had since been repaid to 
him from the poor-box of the court, to relieve their 
urgent wants.—Mr. Broughton said the officer must 
be mistaken as to an avowed resolution to disregard 
the recommendation of the clergy on behalf of the 
poor. Why, it was one of the first duties of a Chris- 
tian clergyman to visit and comfort the sick and poor, 
and to see, as far as he was able, to their relief—The 
officer said he was quite certain that he had not made 
any mistake.—Mr. Christie, the relieving officer, was 
now in attendance, the magistrate having sent for 
him to explain the matter, and the Rev. Mr. De 
Gruchy and another of the parochial clergy were pre- 
sent. His statement was to the effect that, about a 
month ago, application was first made about the old 
man and his daughter, and the board offered to take 
them into the workhouse, but some friends wished 
to have out relief for the father, alleging that they 
expected that he would soon recover his health, 
and do without their assistance, although they 
could not undertake the care of the idiot daughter. 
The board, however, wanted them both to enter the 
workhouse, and heard no more of them till the sub- 
sequent application of the reverend gentleman then 
present; but so many applications had been made by 
the clergymen of the district churches in cases which, 
upon inquiry, were found to be undeserving of relief, 
that the parish officers had come to the resolution not 
to attend to them, considering that the application for 
relief should come from some one connected with those 
requiring it.—Mr. Broughton said he had already been 
told of some such resolution, but he had discredited 
the statement of the officer, and thought he must have 
made a mistake. ‘The deplorable condition of their 
district had for a long series of yea's been a cause of 
much anxiety; it had been represented that there were 
10,000 children among them left uncared for and un- 
instructed, and immense exertions had been made to 
educate them. ‘lhere were no less than ten districts 
apportioned with churches, and clergymen attached, 
the design of the Legislature being, of course, to diffuse 
a true Christian feeling amongst them; and it was 
part of the duty of these clergymen to visit their sick 
poor, and where they found urgent distress to draw 
the attention of the parochial authorities to it, that it 
mixzht be relieved.—The relieving officer, after some 
reflections upon the management of the new churches, 
for which he was called to order by the magistrate, 
promised to pay immediate attention to the wishes of 
the magistrate in the case immediately under con- 
sideration, and the matter was then suffered to drop 
for the present. 

THAMES.—CHARGE oF WiLruL Murprr.—On 
Monday Gilbert Macdonald, aship-joiner, was brought 
up before Mr, Ballantine, on remand, charged with the 
wilful murder of his wife Agnes. The coroner’s jury 
had already returned a verdict of wilful murder against 
the prisoner, who beat his wife in a brutal manner on 
the afternoon of Saturday, the 8th instant She 
died fourteen hours afterwards, and it was proved on 
the inquest that two ribs were fractured, and that she 
had also received other injuries sufficient to cause 
death. The surgeon had never seen a body more 
horribly bruised and mangled than that of the deceased. 
All the witnesses examined before the coroner repeated 
their evidence; and the prisoner’s son, a boy eight 
years of age, again deposed to his father ill-using his 
mother, and jumping upon her.—An additional witness, 
William Taplin, a police constable, No. 234 K, was 
examined for the first time. He stated that Macdonald 
had been twice in custody before for beating the de- 
ceased, and that in 1839 she was in the hospital for 
three weeks, in consequence of her husband cutting 
her head upes with a candlestick. ‘The deceased was ad- 
dicted to drinking, and had been very often in custody 
for drunkenness.—'The prisoner, on being called on 
for his defence, held down his head and said nothing. 
—Mr. Ballantine said: “I shall commit you for wilful 
murder.”’—The depositions were then formally taken, 
and in the afternoon they were read over to the prisoner, 
who appeared to be labouring under great mental ex- 
citement, He sobbed loudly, and continually exclaimed, 
‘The Lord have mercy uponme.”’ He kissed his boy 
in a most affectionate manner, and was led from the 
dock in a state of mind bordering on distraction.
